f there was one guy who came to sym- 

bolize heavy metal’s resurgence in Los 
Angeles during the 1980's, it would have 
to be Vince Neil. His flowing blond locks, 
strutting stage demeanor and “hey 
dude, let's party” attitude represented all 
that was both good and bad about the 
West Coast rock phenomenon. Still, 
when word filtered out earlier this year 
that Vince had been summarily dismissed 
from the band with whom he had shared 
his rocket ride to the top, Motley Crue, it 
was one of the year’s most shocking 
musical developments. But if nothing 
else, Vince Neil is a survivor. Already his 
song You're Invited But Your Friend Can't 
Come from the Encino Man sound- 
track, has become an international hit, 
and his upcoming album promises to put 
him firmly back on the fast track. Yes, 
Vince is back, and he's ready for action! 
As he was anxious to tell us, he’s current- 
ly finishing auditions for his new band, 
and will soon unveil not only that lineup, 
but a world tour that he hopes will take 
at least some of the bad taste of his 
messy breakup with Motley out of peo- 
ple’s mouths. 

“I'm looking for people that | can be 
friends with, most of all. People that are 
good musicians, but no matter how 
good you are you gotta have a good atti- 
tude. That's what I’m looking for—some 
down to earth people with no egos, just 
fun guys. It’s like I’m 17 again, forming a 
band to play some backyard parties, but 
these parties are gonna have 20,000 
people at ‘em every night. It’s a lot of fun 
and l’ve found a couple of great guys. 
Just a couple more, man, and we're in.” 

It's ironic, but sometimes a negative sit- 
uation can spark a positive result. And 
frontman-extraordinaire Vince Neil is 
putting his recent unpleasant experience 
to good use. 

“I'm writing my ass off right now, and 
it's great,” he says. “Even the whole situ- 
ation with Motley has inspired me to 
write a song. It’s a ballad called, The Last 
Goodbye and it has a lot to say about the 
split up. You know, the way it was hap- 
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pening in Motley, there was a lot of stuff 
that you weren't allowed to do to keep 
people’s images up and such. They want- 
ed to do this and that and they’d go, 
‘Well, okay.’ | don’t want to dredge these 
things up, but that's just the way it was. 
But now | have total freedom. | can do 
whatever | want and only the best with 
somebody else, then they're gonna say, 
‘Dude, that kinda blows’ or vice versa.

In mulling over the past, when asked if 
he would change anything, he hesitates 
for a moment before responding.

For the 
ones who don't, well, maybe they will 
later on. | have nothing bad to say about 
Motley Crue and | hope they do well too. 
But | just hope people give me a chance. 
| promise that by the end of this year I'll 
deliver a great rock and roll album and a 
great show and when you come to see 
me, | WILL be singing Motley Crue tunes, 
guaranteed.

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SLAUGHTER 


he door to the small backstage room 

was closed with a handwritten sign 
reading “Slaughter Guests” attached to 
it with black duct tape. Once that door 
swung open, one was confronted with a 
long buffet-style table covered with the 
standard array of soda, beer, pretzels 
and chips. Considering this was 
Slaughter's “meet & greet” room, things 
were surprisingly quiet. It was an hour 
before vocalist Mark Slaughter, bassist 
Dana Strum, guitarist Tim Kelly and 
drummer Blas Elias were scheduled to 
go on stage, but the only people in the 
room were a pair of giggling teen-aged 
girls and one roadie looking for the 
nearest men’s room. 

Suddenly the room was transformed. 
Through a side entrance, Mark, Blas, 
Tim and Dana entered the room, and 
through some magical process, seem- 
ingly dozens of previously unseen and 
unheard guests materialized. Photos, T- 
shirts and pert breasts were thrust in the 
band members' faces for autographs, 
and light bulbs flashed every time any of 
the band members did so much as 
cough. The two giggling young girls 
who had been waiting patiently for the 
band’s arrival cuddled up to Elias, giving 
the good looking drummer barely room 


to breath. Despite the commotion, the 


band members took everything in stride. 
After all, it was just another night on 
the road for Slaughter. . 

“| never get tired of meeting the 
fans,” Kelly said as he offered a winning 
smile for yet another shutter bug. "We 
do this every night. But we don’t really 
look at it as part of the job—we really 
enjoy it. Sure, there are nights that you 
just don’t feel great, and you'd rather 
just get your thoughts together, but 
those are really rare. Especially on this 
tour, the fans have been great to us— 
and we just try and return as much of 
that great feeling as we can.” 

“Great” seems to be the operative 
word as Slaughter continues their year- 
long tour in support of their second 
album, The Wild Life. Already the band 
has criss-crossed the nation as “special 


guests” on Ozzy Osbourne’s “farewell” 
tour. The future will see the band head- 
ing off to Europe and the Orient before 
returning home to consider launching 
their own road attraction. It's certainly 
been an exciting time for these Las 
Vegas vagabonds, but as always, they 
seem to be taking their fame and adula- 
tion in stride. 

“We've all had a bit of experience at 
this now,” Strum explained. “We never 
started this band just to make money or 
meet girls. We're professionals, we want 
to act that way—as well as be treated 
that way. We've been incredibly lucky 
with most of the bands we've toured 
with; people like Kiss and Ozzy. Those 
are the legends in this business. We've 


seen the other side of it as well when 
we toured with Poison last year, but 
they were having enough problems of 
their own at the time—I wish ‘em all the 
luck in the world now that they’ve 
made some changes. We're not going 
to do crazy things every night like some 
bands you read about. We care too 
much about ourselves and about the 
way the fans may perceive us. It’s easy 
to go crazy on the road, we all do it at 
times. It’s just that Slaughter keeps

what's really important in perspective at 
all times.” 

Certainly the band’s professional atti- 
tude has been on display each and every 
time they've hit the concert stage. 
Mixing material from their two platinum 
albums—as well as throwing in a few 
crowd-pleasing cover tunes— the band's 
set has evolved into one of the tightest, 
most enjoyable 50 minutes in rock.

“It's important for. peop le to be active about 
certain issues.”

With the increasing 
popularity of benefit 
showcases and concerts

issues, rock bands today 
will practically jump at 
the chance to perform 
me at such functions.

(| motives or are just 
using/abusing the bene- 
fit concert as a means 
of falsely strengthening 
their public image, cer- 
tain bands seem to play 
any concert that will 
land them a spot on 
MTV's “Week In Rock.” 
But not Pearl Jam. As

Lollapalooza tour for 
one reason — because 
they believe in the

"There are certain issues that we'll 
stand behind, but we won't do benefits 


just to do benefits. | was involved in cer- 6 


tain causes for years before | joined Pearl 
Jam, and it started to kill me. It started 
to kill my musical energies because it was 
so overwhelming, and plus, once we'd 
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set something up, all these other bands 
would do it for all the wrong reasons. | 
would organize something for some 
cause or a human rights group, and all 
these bands would jump on not knowing 
what the hell was going on or why they 
were playing — and that would aggra- 
vate me. And not only would they play 
for the wrong reasons, but these bands 
would also get on stage and start spew- 
ing mindless crap about things they 
know nothing about. By the time | 
would get up there — me, the guy who 
either organized the whole thing or actu- 
ally knew the person who had gotten 
shot that we were doing the benefit for 
— the whole platform had already been 
so tainted that | didn’t even want to 
open my mouth. There are some really 
important issues to me, but Pearl Jam 
isn't going to play every benefit there is.” 

The key figure behind the Lollapalooza 
concept is Jane’s Addiction frontman 
Perry Farrell. Farrell’s vision was to create 
a mobile festival that generated only the 
purest of music, art and social aware- 
ness— not a traveling cash machine. The 
members of Pearl Jam were instantly 
drawn to Farrell's old-fashioned sense of 
people-power ethics, and they knew that 
Lollapalooza was the ideal tour for a 
true-blue band like Pearl Jam. 

“It's a great thing for us, especially 
because of all the crap that’s out there, ” 
says Eddie. “With all the crap that goes 
on and the way tours are put together, 
especially with bands buying their way 
onto larger tours, Lollapalooza is some- 
thing that is completely devoid of all that 
— and it's great. It's a good way for us 
to get away from all that corporate 
garbage. 

“Music, to me, is like your child — and 
you don't want control of your child 
taken away. You want him to have his 
own independence, and you're always 
going to watch out for that. |’m just 
going to be honest and be true to 
myself, and do the same things I’ve 
always done. It’s sad when the business 
gets in the way of the art.” 

With regard to Lollapalooza’s old- 
school sense of artistic purity and free- 
dom, Pearl Jam is perfectly suited to be a 
part of the rolling extravaganza — except 
for one thing. Given the number of 
bands, the exhibits and exotic food 
stands, and the expected crowds of any- 
where from 15 to 25,000 people, 
Lollapalooza concerts will be held primar- 
ily in wide-open grassy fields and great 
expanses of natural earth. Pearl Jam are 
still a good bet to steal the show, but 
only if the band — who perform brilliant- 
ly in cramped, sweaty clubs — can adapt 
to the bizarre conditions. 

“Personally, | have a hard time commu- 
nicating when we play large places,” 
admits Eddie. “Ever since | first picked 
up a guitar and played in a punk band, 
my whole trip has been communication

n the decade since Vivian Campbell 

moved to Los Angeles from his native 

land of Belfast, Northern Ireland, he has 
put together quite an impressive resume 
playing with the likes of Ronnie James 
Dio, Whitesnake, The Riverdogs and 
Shadow King. Now Vivian has attained a 
new professional plateau — lead guitarist 
for Def Leppard. 

“| was pretty much convinced | would 
never play with another band again, but | 
don’t consider Def Leppard to be just 
another band,” noted Vivian, who had 
been preparing material for a solo album 
when he was asked to join the band. 

Not just another group indeed. Def 
Leppard is, needless to say, one of the 
most successful bands in recording histo- 
ry. Pyromania and Hysteria have each 
sold in excess of 10 million copies world- 
wide. Indications are that Adrenalize, 
which debuted at the top of the U.S. 
charts, will soon join their preceding 
albums at that lofty level. Also, the mem- 
bers of Def Leppard are a grand group of 
guys; loyal, friendly, and noted for their 
kindness. In no way, shape, or form are 
the members of Def Leppard just another 
band. 

“I'm not talking about the phenomenal 
success — but their whole approach to it, 
the way they interact with each other on 
a personal and musical level is unlike 
most other bands in the world,” observed 
Vivian. “There are very few units that | 
would say are bands in the true sense of 
the word. The Beatles were a great band 
and part of what their chemistry was 
came from the fact that they grew up 
together and they achieved success 
together. Def Leppard are the same way. 
They used to take the bus home from 
rehearsals togetner when they had two 
cigarettes to share between them. And 
the fact that they’ve gone from that to 
being the biggest selling group of all time 
hasn't phased their friendship and hasn't 
changed them as human beings.” 

Now that he feels more secure in his 
role within the band, Campbell can fond- 
ly look back to his audition with the Leps.

Georgia Rockers Mix Influences On Debut Release. 


hat do you say to an Atlanta-based 

band who incorporates the sounds 
of a chainsaw into their music, and 
describes their sound as a cross between 
Lynyrd Skynyrd, James Brown, and 
AC/DC? If you're John Kalodner, leg- 
endary A & R man for Geffen Records, 
you say “Don't change a thing” and sign 
them to a recording contract.

“Jackyl is one of the wildest bands I’ve 
seen in years. Live, they’re amazing— 


~ great performers with good songs,” he 


attests. 

Kalodner had, according to the story, 
been looking for a heavy rock band from 
the south for some ten to fifteen years, 
when he discovered this ferocious five at 
a showcase in June, 1991, at Atlanta's 
Avondale Town Cinema. Lead singer 
Jesse James Dupree, guitarists Jimmy Stiff 
and Jeff Worley, bass player Tom Bettini, 
and drummer Chris Worley had no idea 
how their lives were about to change. 

“We were psyched,” remembers Jesse. 
"We felt John Kalodner was the perfect 
person to make things happen. He is 
one of the only true visionaries in the 
music business. So, here's his assistant 
on the phone telling us ‘Don’t expect 
him to show emotion, or hang out back- 
stage or anything.’ But hell, here’s John 


--jammin’ out in the front row, he came to 
hang out with us after the show and 
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BY PAMELA SHAW 


invited us all to lunch the next day!” 

Of course Kalodner's track record 
didn't hurt their excitement level either. 
The first band he ever signed was 
Foreigner, the second AC/DC. He was 
instrumental in the careers of Aerosmith 
and Sammy Hagar. In short Jackyl 
struck gold the night they caught 


his eye. 

So, where were they when they got 
the big news? A penthouse suite over- 
looking Beverly Hills, perhaps? Nah. 
Presumably to keep them humble, 
Kalodner suggested meeting at the pizza 
parlor in the food court of the Lenox 
Square Mall in Atlanta, Georgia. 

It was there that he informed them 
there would be no lump sums of money 
up front because “Huge amounts of 
money make bands think about going 
out to buy cars and houses, and stuff 
that makes them UN-rock and roll.” Of 
course it’s hard to imagine Jackyl minded 
much. Their on stage look oozes of red- 
neck, and that image probably isn’t too 
costly to maintain. 

They were the opening act for Ted 
Nugent's Whiplash Bash, an annual New 
Year's Eve event at Detroit's Cobo Hall, 
where they won the crowd over with 
their unusual brand of headbanging 
rock. Lead singer Jesse James Dupree 


frolicked across the stage wearing only 
white cowboy boots and red trap-door 
overalls, technically called a Union Suit, 
with the trap-door defiantly left hanging 
open. At least now we all know he 
won't be needing any of that money for 
underwear! And the humor in his 
appearance was matched by his mania- 
cal song delivery. 

“Now for a little love song...” he mis- 
chievously announced, as the band tore 
into a blistering version of a ditty called 
She Loves My Cock. Other highlights in 
the set included the groove filled Dirty 
Little Mind and the military cadence of / 
Stand Alone Today. This is a band which 
clearly writes its songs around cool gui- 
tar riffs, adds a dose of sexuality and 
humor in the lyrics, and often ends up 
with some very listenable, fun tunes. 

All five players hail from Dixie: 


Jackyl: “Our name sounds like 
something you'd read on an 
auditorium marquee.” 


Georgia, South Carolina, and Virginia. 
Lead singer Jesse James Dupree is the 
primary songwriter, responsible for 
approximately 90% of their material. 
Brothers Jeff and Chris, and guitarist 
Stiff have been playing together “since 
birth” and dubbed their high school 
band Jackyl because “it sounded like 
something you might read on an audito- 
rium marquee or something.” Before 
their first record’s release, they could sell 
out 1200 seats in Atlanta, and had 
pockets of popularity throughout the 
south and east. With Brendan O’Brien 
at the helm—who engineered the Black 
Crowes’ double platinum Shake Your 
Money Maker—they have yet another 
ace up their sleeve. And as for touring? 

"I'd like to see them open for 
Aerosmith, Damn Yankees, Def 
Leppard—any great rock and roll band,” 
says Kalodner. “But a lot of bands are 
going to be afraid of them because 
they're so intense.” 
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Bruce Kulick was asked to join Kiss. 

Ironically, for many of the band's long- 
time supporters, this talented New York 
native is still, pardon the expression, the 
“new kid on the block,” battling against 
the legacy created by the band’s original 
guitar hero, Space Ace Frehley. These 
days Kulick rarely thinks about Kiss’ 
past—he’s more interested in the group's 
immediate future. And rarely has the 
band's future looked brighter than now, 
with their latest LP Revenge, getting the 
kind of fan support Kiss hasn’t seen in 
many a year. Recently we caught up with 
Kulick to discuss his ever-changing role 
within Kiss, and his view of the band’s 
latest dynamic disc. 


Hit Parader: It seems as if the band has gone 
out of their way to make Revenge the heavi- 
est, nastiest, most guitar-oriented album possi- 
ble. What role did you have in that decision? 
Bruce Kulick: | think you’re right in feeling 
that way about the guitar orientation of this 
album. The whole band, especially Gene and 
Paul, wanted this record to be a real state- 
ment. We worked incredibly hard to get the 
guitar sounds the way we wanted them. 
We'd do whatever was necessary to make 
sure we got the exact sound we wanted. We 
worked for three days just layering the guitars 
on some songs, then we'd decide that we just 
didn't like the way the guitars sounded in that 
Studio so we'd move and start again. Then, on 
the song Domino, | thought we had gotten 
the right guitar sound, only to find out that 
Gene had sung the song in another key so we 
had to do it all over again. 

HP: Your solos, especially on songs like Unholy 
and Heart Of Chrome , really smoke. 

BK: Yeah, | think so, too (laughs). | really want- 
ed every one of them to be really brutal, to be 
dripping with attitude. I'd take the backing 
tracks home to my 12-track studio and work 
on my-solos over and over again. | was going 
through my dosets bringing out every bit of 
old gear | could find to hook up to the guitars. 
| found this old, old fuzz box thing that | 
hadn't even seen in maybe ten years, and it 
made my sound incredibly obnoxious. As soon 

_ aS Our producer, Bob Ezrin, saw that fuzz box, 
he said ,“We've got to use that!” 

HP; Is there a simple explanation for why Kiss 
has gone in a heavier direction this time? 

BK: Maybe the reason is just that we're all 
incredibly focused on the band right now. 
Gene has basically given up all his other busi- 
ness interests to give all his attention to this 
band. Hes not thinking about his acting career 
or his: record label—just Kiss. Paul's always 
been pretty focused, and he's worked very 
hard on his songs for Revenge. He's got an 
amazing attitude towards the project too. He 
wrote about ten songs for the record and, if 
some of them didn’t make it onto the final 
product, he just accepted it. He did what was 
best for the band. 
HP: You worked with a new drummer on this 
album, Eric Singer. Did that have any effect on 


your playing or on Kiss’ sound in general?

But in the mean time vocal- 
ist/quitarist Tom Keifer, bassist Eric 
Brittingham, guitarist Jeff LaBar and 
new drummer Kevin Valentine (who 
replaced Fred Coury earlier this year) 
are busy rehearsing their new material 
and getting ready to record their all- 
important fourth album. Recently we 
sat down with Keifer to discuss the 


recent developments in Cinderella. 


Hit Parader: How far along are you in 
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the recording process for the new 
album? 

Tom Keifer: We're pretty much ready to 
go at this point. We started rehearsing 
last February and we've just kept going 
since. We went into the studio in July, 
and we'd like to have the album out 
next January or February. Actually, it was 
pretty natural for us to begin rehearsing 
so long ago because we had to hire a 


’ new drummer. Once we got Kevin into 


the band, we just kept going. 


HP: How did you find Kevin Valentine? 
TK: He had been playing with Lou 
Gramm for a while in his band Shadow 
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King—which also featured Vivian 

Campbell. They had an album out last 
year. When Fred left the band we had 
our manager put out the word that we — 
were looking, and we got about 200 
tapes in. We were really bombarded! 
We went through ‘em all, then invited 
the 25 best guys to Philadelphia to jam 
with us. Believe me, you haven't lived 
until you've played with 25 different 
drummers in one week. Kevin was actu- 
ally one of the first guys who came in. 
We kind of used him as a yard stick 
against which everyone else was mea- 
sured. He felt right immediately because 
he had the right attitude and personality 
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as well as the right playing style. 


HP: What exactly happened with Fred 
Coury? 

TK: It was a mutual decision. | don't 
think he was that happy with us, and 
we weren't that happy either. It wasn’t a 
nasty sort of thing, we just grew apart. 


‘ There really wasn’t too much more to it. 


Once a decision was made, we all just 
started to look ahead. There won't be 
any badmouthing, because there's just 
no reason for it. Good luck to him. 


HP: How would you describe the materi- 
al on the new album? 


TK: It’s a Cinderella album. | 
know that’s not a great descrip- 
tion, but | think our fans know 
exactly what | mean. I'd have to 
say that it's more like Long Cold 
Winter than Heartbreak 
Station. It's kind of mid-ground 
between those two. It’s not 
quite as heavy as the former, 
and not quite as rootsy as the 
latter. It's going to be a very 
interesting album; that much | 
can tell already. | like it. 


HP: 1991 wasn’t the best of 
years for Cinderella in terms of 
album and concert sales. Does 
that concern you now? 

TK: It wasn't a bad year for us, 
but it was a little frustrating. A 
lot of bands had trouble on the 
road, so we weren't alone. But

I'm not really worried about it, 
but | think some of the frustra- 
tion we felt last time is coming 
across in the new music.

HP: What's been the highlight of your 
career so far? 

TK: That's a hard one to answer, but I'd 
have to say it was playing our first-ever 
headlining show in Louisville, Kentucky 
a few years ago.

' ountdown To Extinc- 
( tion...Megadeth wrote the title 
tune for their fifth album with the 
environment in mind, but the phrase 
Countdown To Extinction coincides 
with the death spiral Megadeth founder 
Dave Mustaine had hurled himself into 
thanks to excessive drug abuse. 

Mustaine’s climb back to reality began 
when Dave was arrested for driving 
under the influence on April 18, 1990. 
Toxicology reports found nine different 
drugs in Mr. Mustaine’s body. Suddenly, 
after nine failed attempts at rehabilita- 
tion Dave had to come clean. He for the 
final time April 20, 1990. “I haven't 
touched coke or heroin since,” Dave 
proudly states. “I finally got an under- 
standing that heroin and Dave don't 
mix...unless | want to be wearing six feet 
of dirt over my face.” 

With a clear mind, Dave went into the 
studio with also-clean bassist David 
“Junior” Ellefson,. guitarist Marty 
Friedman, drummer Nick Menza and pro- 
ducer Max Norman. Dave's newly-clear 
mind made for Megadeth’s most stress 
free recording session and their most 
powerful album to date. 

“Sobriety has really affected my work,” 
confides Dave. “I’ve never been more 
secure with a project that I've worked 
on, I’ve never been more at ease and at 
peace with myself.” 

With a clear head, Dave was able to sit 
back and analyze why he is the way he 
is. Following are his revelations... 

REASONS FOR ADDICTION 

Emotionally | was a basket case - an 
emotional infant because of my dysfunc- 
tional upbringing. My mom and dad got 
divorced when | was very, very young. 
My mother had to work full time to sup- 
port myself and my younger sister, so | 
was getting disciplined by outsiders. | 
copped a lot of resentment because | 
didn’t have a family. 

My mom was constantly moving so | 
had to reintegrate myself into society 
everywhere, so | didn’t have any real, 
long-time friends. | was bending over

| don’t want to say which program I’m 
in because if | screw up it will bring 
reproach on the program. If | fail it’s not 
that the program doesn’t work, it's that | 
didn’t work the program. My program 
works for me because | work it. | am 
also reading The Bible, | listen to a lot of 
self-help tapes, and read a lot of self- 
help books. 

To stay sober, you've got to have a 
good support group around you. | get a 
lot of help from my counselor Raymond. 
He's been sober over 7 years - | get a lot 
of spirituality from him. | also have 
someone that sponsors me. A sponsor is 
someone who's further along the path 
of recovering spirituality than you. | f 
you see something in them that you 
want, you ask them to be your sponsor 
and help you. The acronym for sponsor 
is: Sober Person Offering Newcomers 
Suggestions On Recovery. It’s a network 
of love and fellowship that really works if 
you’re completely honest and give your- 
self freely to this program. 

THE BENEFITS OF SOBRIETY 

It's beautiful. | was dying, now I’m liv- 
ing. Before | would never go to sleep, | 
would pass out. | would never wake up, 
I'd come to. Now | get up in the morn- 
ing and | open my eyes and see sun. It's 
not like | see dark and it’s still too bright. 
My eyes used to be so sensitive to light. 
| thought my retinas were retarded. Now 
| can go out in my backyard. | love my 
backyard - you don’t have these things 
when you're in active addiction because 
they don’t mean anything to you. 
HOW SOBRIETY HAS CHANGED DAVE 

| am a little more open-minded toward 
other people’s rights to experience their 
feelings, and their feelings being valid. | 
realize | can learn something from every- 
body. 

Before | had my glasses on backwards. 
| would look at the bad in people and | 
would prey on their misfortune, make 
myself feel better by looking at other 
people's liabilities. | would stack up my 
assets and say," you're such a piece of 
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garbage because |’m so much better 
than you.' And then | would invalidate 
anything they had that was good. They 
would have a degree in something and | 
would say," you're a jerk because you 
drive a piece of crap car." 

HOW | FEEL ABOUT PEOPLE NOW 

The only thing | pressure people for 
now is knowledge. | consider myself to 
be lethally armed with intelligence. A lot 
of my friends give freely from what | con- 
sider to be my arsenal of intelligence. 
We exchange information all the time. 
It's really cool for me to learn from some- 
body else. | never will admit that | know 
it all because then they change the ques- 
tions. 

THINGS | NOW NOTICE 

My sense of hearing has become so 
acute because |’m not on coke anymore. 
Coke affects the high end of your hear- 
ing, and the heroin affected my hearing 
because | was nodding out most of the 
time. Now that I’ve been sober over two 
years a lot of my friends try and play it 
off like it isn’t important. People pretend 
time isn’t important but time doesn’t 
mean anything unless you have it. 

JUSTIS 

The reason | named my son Justis was 
for the grace of God. Some higher 
power has brought justice to my exis- 
tence by letting me have a child that was 
conceived in sobriety. He was born with- 
out birth defects as far as we can tell. 

SPIRITUALITY 

My future...my life right now is sur- 
rounded by the Holy Spirit. Holy is whole 
and the spirit is the mind. It’s a natural 
thing that fits right in today. For me to 
live in the past or in the future is unnat- 
ural, because it doesn’t apply. Yesterday 
is another word | use for trash, and 
tomorrow isn’t here yet so | can’t worry 
about it. If you have one foot in yester- 
day and one foot in tomorrow, you're 
pissing all over today. 

WHAT MY CAREER HAS MEANT 

lf my career were over, I'd look at it this 
way: our following has given me the 
opportunity to go to rehab 10 times, to 
finally get a house, to have gotten mar- 
ried and to finance a marriage. So, if it 
all ends, at least | have my wife, my son 
and my sobriety.

BM: We started writing with Richie about 
two months before he was officially asked 
to join the band. | guess we started last 
January working seriously on new songs. 
We wrote for about five months, getting 
almost 30 songs together, and then went 
into the studio in June. We actually had 
about 24 songs completed before we 
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speak good or bad about C.C. for the 


next ten years, but it’s all irrelevant. We 
made four great albums that we’re proud 
of. We had some good times, and some 
not-so-good times during the years we 
were together. C.C. just felt it was time 
for him to do his own thing, and we 
weren't about to stop him. He felt he was 
living a lie, that’s too bad. The bottom 
line is that we have a new guitar player 
who's really special. We hope the fans will 
accept him as they've always accepted us. 
HP: Obviously the situation with C.C. 
caused a lot of tension and heartache in 
your life. Are you happy now? 

BM: |'m very happy. If | could explain it 
best, maybe |’d say that right now | feel 
like I’m playing in my first garage band 
again. There’s that kind of vibe, that kind 
of energy. | was a little lost and a little 
depressed at the end of the last tour. | 
knew it was over for C.C. and me the 
night we played the MTV Awards. | 
thought in my heart that C.C. was always 
an underrated guitar player, but | can’t 
accept when he blames us for that! He 
came out on that show looking like Bozo 
The Clown. That's certainly not our fault. 
That night, it wasn’t even the look as 
much as the attitude that killed me. He 
didn't want to be there. | felt lost that 
night. That was the low point. But now 
with Richie, it just feels right again. | feel 
I'm closer to Richie after six months than |

to be sentimental. 

HP: What can fans expect from Poison on 
the next album? — 

BM: We really mixed things up a bit on 
this one. We're using a brand new pro- 
ducer for us, Richie Zito, and we're using 
Jeff Hendrickson as the engineer. They've 
never worked together before. Jeff is very 
heavy handed, while Richie is very experi- 
mental, which should make things very 
interesting. We want to make sure that 
we really have a free-style feeling to the 
songs. On all the great Aerosmith albums 


you always heard them fooling around in 


the background—you could tell they 
were having a good time. We want to 
capture that same kind of feeling. That's 
more important than trying to add a dif- 
ferent sort of blues chord to a song. 

HP: Do you feel adding a new guitarist 
will finally give Poison the kind of respect 
they deserve?

conscious effort this time to pick up where 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin left off. | certainly like 
Cherry Pie as a song, but it doesn’t lead you 
anywhere special.

But Uncle Tom's Cabin opened up a lot of 
new doors for us. A lot of people who 
weren't Warrant fans before became 
Warrant fans after they heard that song. | 
like the impact that song had on people— 
both on the album and live. So that was the 
foundation on which this album was built.

METAL SHOWCASE 


n this month's installment of Over The 
[Ese Hit Parader’s monthly column 

where you'll discover the finest in under- 
ground, cutting edge music — we'll focus 
on four up-n'-coming bands whose only 
common link is that they are all tomor- 
row’s children: Skew Siskin, Scorn, 
Napalm Death, and Barkmarket. 

TO BEGIN, LET'S JET over to Europe, 
climb over the rocky rubble left by the 
tumbling of “The Wall,” and move on into 
Berlin. There, we find a relatively new out- 
fit called Skew Siskin, an impressive four- 
piece who combine the finest elements of 
‘70s hard rock — specifically, Led Zeppelin, 
Grand Funk Railroad, AC/DC and Black 
Sabbath. Recently signed in America by 
Giant Records, Skew Siskin spent the first 
three years of their existence grinding it 
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out on the European club circuit and build- 
ing a Solid reputation based solely on their 
music and public chatter. 

“Even though we aren't popular yet out- 
side Germany and some European coun- 
tries, we're still hoping that we'll get a lot 
done through word-of-mouth, which is 
how we built our reputation here in 
Berlin,” says lead singer Nina C. Alice. 
“We were very organized in our promo- 


tion, like calling clubs and getting gigs, fig- 
uring out how many songs to put on a- 


demo, setting up photo shoots, and basi- 
cally doing things for as little money as 
possible. We did everything on our own, 
and that makes me proud. 

“No one in this band is well-known, and 
we had to talk to the kids a lot to tell them 
who we are, what we play and what we 
think. It's great to be able to accomplish 
things on your own — but it is nice to 
finally have some help.” 


Aside from doing the majority of the 
promotion by themselves, Skew Siskin 
have another reason to be proud. Getting 
signed to an American label while based in 
Germany was no small feat — not to men- 
tion doing so without a well-known name 
within the band, or easily accessible mater- 
ial. What did it for Skew Siskin was simply 
the quality of their music and their fight- 
‘til-the-end attitude. 

“We have no gimmick, and we're from 
Berlin — and hardly anyone knows where 
that is!" says Nina. “With all this atten- 
tion, we're freaking out a bit over here. 
We never dreamed of getting this far, and 
sometimes it's hard to believe that all this is 
happening to us. In the past we've done 
so many things that have failed, and now 
there's actually some light at the end of 
the tunnel — I've dreamed of that since | 
was nine years old. I’m very proud of this 
band.” 

FROM BERLIN WE cross a few borders 
and head over to England, home of a 
frighteningly atmospheric band known as 
Scorn. Created by ex-Napalm Death 
members Mick Harris and Nick Bullen, 
Scorn is a vast, enveloping soundscape 
that uses eerie effects, samples, and 
scathing guitars (handled by Godflesh 
mastermind Justin Broadrick) to trap the 
listener in a world of musical terror, anxiety 
and pain. A horrifying experience, no 
doubt — but one that you'll enjoy thor- 
oughly with Scorn’s debut album, Vae 
Solis. 

“With the album, we wanted something 
that was hard, direct, and in your face — 
using a drum machine, regular drums, 
bass, guitar, vocals, sampled sounds and 
effects,” says Nick. “We liked to use some 
subtle sounds to make them sound harsh, 
and some harsh sounds to make them 
sound subtle. As for the production, we 
wanted something that sounded clean, 
but was very powerful and bottom-heavy 
as well.” 

With two members of Scorn having 
been in an early version of Napalm Death 
— one of England's key grindcore bands 
— it would be easy to lump Scorn in with 
all the other death.metal/grindcore acts, 
and write them off as “another one of 
those bands.” But that’s not the case, as 
Scorn’s music is different enough to war- 
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rant their exclusion from that category. So 
how much do the members of Scorn think 
they are a part of the death metal/grind- 
core scene? 

“Definitely not at all,” says Nick. “Sure, | 
like to use the word ‘grind,’ because that's 
what Scorn does — but I’m not talking 
about it as part of that whole ‘grindcore’ 
thing. We have nothing to do with the 
rest of those bands, and we're as far away 
from the death metal scene as possible. | 
really don’t have any use for death metal 
— | give the whole scene 18 months, and 
it'll be over. Any longer than that, and I'll 
jump off a cliff.” 

But even though Nick doesn’t see the 
band as a death metal or grindcore outfit, 
he still understands why that particular 
audience would be attracted to Scorn. 

“We're not rejecting the death metal 
scene at all — | mean, the two of us have 
definitely been influenced by certain death 
metal bands, and there are some death 
metal tones that we incorporate into 
Scorn. | like the fact that those kids are 
into us — and | hope they actually listen to 
us and like us for what we are, not just 
because we were both once in Napalm 
Death. We're just doing our own thing, 
and we want to appeal to anybody — we 
don’t want just a Scorn audience.” 

WHILE MICK AND Nick have gone on to 
assemble Scorn, Napalm Death has contin- 
ued to thrive as one of the primary compo- 
nents of the grindcore/death metal scene 
— a movement they played a large role in 
creating some years back. Over their last 
few albums, Napalm Death blasted out 
music that was equal parts precision and 
noise. Now, with their new album, 
Utopia Banished, N.D. forsake a bit of 
the chaos and replace it with some new- 
found order. 

“Our new album is definitely more struc- 
tured than our past records and a lot of 
that has to do with our new drummer 
(Danny Herrera) — he's definitely more 
precise than Mick (Harris) was,” says Shane 
Embury, Napalm‘s bassist. “We also spent 
more time on this album than any other. 
We broke the songs down into pieces and 
worked on each part very carefully to 
make sure that the whole thing works 
together.” 

A few years ago, when Napalm Death 


first began playing their influential style of 
grinding death metal, they had the advan- 
tage of being one of few who dared to 
play such extreme music. But, since then, 
things have changed and the entire move- 
ment — the one that they helped forge — 
has become overrun with Napalm Death 
clones. Overcrowding is a problem no 
matter how you look at it — but the mem- 
bers of N.D. see it as something that’s 
actually made their own music sound less 
original than it once did. 

“I just think the whole scene has 
become too situated,” says Nick. “With all 
the new bands out there — a lot of whom 
sound like us, it’s become difficult to keep 
an original sound. That's why, on the next 
record, we want to bring in things that no 
other band has done before. We're all 
influenced by a lot of different kinds of 
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music, and we want to incorporate those 
into Napalm Death.” 

AND NOW FOR something completely 
different — Barkmarket. Formed in 
Brooklyn in 1986, Barkmarket released 
their first two albums in 1988 and 1990, 
and were eventually signed by Triple X 
Records. Their first album was Vegas 
Throat, a bizarre assemblage of funk-bass 
slappings, scratchy feedback, manic vocals 
and industrial noise. Upon hearing the 
band’s demented sound, Def American 
Records stepped in, signed Barkmarket, 
and have recently re-issued Vegas Throat. 
But, despite now being handled by a major 
label, Barkmarket still feel their music is a 
bit too eccentric for the average listener. 

“With our music, we would never get 
the same recognition as more mainstream 
bands like Nelson,” says guitarist/vocalist 
David Sardy. “When bands are willing to 
take chances and do their own thing, like 
us, it’s more difficult for them to be accept- 
ed — but that doesn’t mean we don't 
have a shot at being successful. Also, 
whenever you take the road outside the 
norm, you're setting yourself up to be cut 
down — and that happens to us all the 
time. 

“We've done plenty of shows where 
3,000 people would be staring at us totally 
confused. With us, people don’t know if 
they should dance or scream or whatever. 
| realize that it's hard to accept us, but | 
have to laugh at it at this point. You have 
to take the good with the bad.”

tion it is. Stories started circulating 
around the rock industry about a year 
ago that the reason for Priest's recording 
delays were due to Halford supposedly 
contracting the AIDS virus. These rumors 
were never substantiated, but like all 
gossip, the talk was soon being treated 
as the truth by many industry insiders. 
Halford, after living with these rumors 
for months, finally decided the time was 
right to clear the air. 

"| heard the rumors,” he said. “I felt it 
was the time to say something, especially 
since it is good news. | have neither the 
virus nor the disease. | understand how 
this conception could be started, given 
the current social climate in this country. 


However, the rumor that | am sick is just 


that—a rumor. But one of the reasons 
I've chosen to speak out at this time is to 
remind everyone that the contraction of 
the AIDS virus can happen to everyone. 
People have to think about what they're 
doing before acting. | appreciate those 
who have expressed their dismay over 
the thought of losing me to this merci- 
less disease. But | hope they realize how 
awful it would be for me to lose even 
one fan to AIDS. Let's all be careful so we 
can all enjoy music together right into 
the next century.” 
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SOUL KITCHEN 
In olden days the axiom was “all roads lead to Rome.” In a more 


modern, metal context that line should read “all roads lead to L.A.” 
Take, for example, Soul Kitchen, a new Los Angeles-based unit 


4 whose four members traveled a long way to reach the West Coast 


rock haven. Vocalist Jeff Wilson hails from Pittsburgh, guitarist Troy 
Lush and his bass beating brother Curtis were born in New Haven, 
Connecticut, and drummer Fran Scaglione is a native of Brooklyn. 
But the rock and roll road brought all of them to the Promised Land 
of L.A. in 1990 where the rock gods brought them together to 
form the bluesy, ballsy band now known as Soul Kitchen. 

“We all moved to L.A. as kind of a make-or-break thing,” Troy 
said. “One night | heard Jeff sing When A Man Loves A Woman in 
a club and it was like a religious experience. | knew he was the 
singer | wanted to work with. When we got together we realized 
that we all loved to play rock with a lot of feeling and emotion... | 
guess you can call it soul.” 

Drawing on such classic influences as Humble Pie, Bad Company 
and James Brown, Soul Kitchen soon started putting together 
material that was loyal to those rockin’ roots, while adding a few 
fresh new twists. Before long they had attracted the attention of a 
few major labels and by late 1990 had inked a deal. By the end of 
1991 the band quickly entered the studio to record their self-titled 
debut disc. On such songs as One Way Ticket, Zero At The Bone 
and Rosie Jones, Soul Kitchen has presented a style that is a haunt- 
ing reminder of rock’s past, though still a spirited representative of 
its present. 

“There's no more honest music than soul music. We've always 
been inspired by it,” Troy explained. “It's not a white or black thing, 
it's an attitude. We had 46 songs ready for this record, and going 
into the studio for the first time was an incredible experience. We 
really didn’t know what to expect, but we survived. We’re really 
proud of the songs because they each have their own identity, yet 

together they're what Soul Kitchen is all about.” 
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It's a good rule of thumb to be overly cautious when approach- 
ing rock bands that rely on “cute” names. But if one is overly cau- fF 
tious, they may miss out on the dynamic sounds of 2 Die 4. This fF 
English quartet plays their brand of hard rock with a youthful exu- fi 
berance that's instantly infectious. One would be hard pressed not 
to tap a foot to the beat of You Got What It Takes or Emotional fF 
Earthquake. Vocalist Andy Shaw, guitarist Nick Kenny, bassist 
Simon Kenny (yeah, they’re brothers) and drummer Diz play their ff 
music with a raw, rough edge, and enough unusual twists to virtu- f 
ally demand any listener to take notice. 

“We're a street-oriented band,” Nick Kenny said. “We even take ff 
the sound of the streets and use it in our music. We know the fi™ 
word ‘sample’ isn't one you hear often in hard rock, but we like ff 
sampling sounds and then using them in our music. We like to § 
think our music is kind of a mix of everything that went on in the 
‘80s, from Prince to AC/DC. It was a real benefit being brought up ff 
in England with so many styles of music. After all, you are what 
you eat.” 

The brothers Kenny are the heart and soul of 2 Die 4. Growing 
up in Oxford, about 60 miles from London, the pair were exposed ff 
to all kinds of music from reggae to metal. Along with their buddy 
Diz, they decided to form a band that would reflect their eclectic ff 
tastes. After adding Shaw (whom they discovered through a classi- § 
fied ad), the band took to the road establishing a strong following fF 
throughout Britain. Their efforts brought them to record label § 
attention, who signed the group and hustled them into a Los ff 
Angeles studio to record their first album. ? 

“Ours is a very positive sound,” Nick said. “We're positive peo- f 
ple. We're not a garage band, but we do rehearse in a garage. We [F 
think we are a little different, and we're anxious to have people see ff 
the way we are.”

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| Hit Parader: Chuck, we've heard 
| about your love for motorcycles. What 
type of bikes do you ride? 

Chuck Billy: Actually, | only own two 
bikes, one is a 1979 Low Rider, and 
the other is a 1991 Heritage. They’re 
both Harley-Davidsons, but the differ- 
ence between them is incredible. The 
newer bike has a lot more power 
because Harley totally redesigned 
their engines in 1985.

HP: It seems that some of the new 
songs, like So Many Lies and The 
Sermon, are very contemporary 
and rather biting in terms of their 
lyrics. What motivated you to write 
them? 

CB: | guess you could just say it 
was everything that’s going on 
these days. So Many Lies, for 
instance, was inspired by all the TV 
evangelists you still see on TV every 
night. It seems like no matter what 
happens to one of ‘em, the rest of 
‘em just survive and prosper. They'll 
drive the big cars, and live in the 
expensive houses, yet they'll still be 
asking people who really can’t 
afford it to send ‘em money. The 
Sermon is kind of about the same 
thing. It was inspired by David 
Duke. It's totally unbelievable how 
someone like that can get so far. 
Can you imagine him as president? 
But on one hand, it seems like 
we're getting sharp enough as a 
nation to spot a charlatan who's 
running for office—but on the 
other, those preachers still pull the 
wool over our eyes. 


HP: It seems that over the last five 
years a whole generation of 
“power metal” bands have come 
along. Do you view these bands as 
competitors or allies? 

CB: It depends. We're confident 
enough in our own abilities not to 
be concerned about any other 
band. But we don’t like to see 
somebody else come in and take 
the glory we've worked a long 
time to achieve. Has that hap- 
pened? Yeah, it has! | mean at 
times we've been compared to 
Metallica, and | can understand 
that to some extent. But Testament 
doesn’t want to be Metallica—and 
we don’t think younger bands 
should try to be Testament. | think 
we're different—and | honestly feel 
we're better than most of the 
bands out there. 


HP: Why do you feel that 
Testament is a cut above the rest of 
the metal community? 

CB: Too many of the bands out 
there at the moment are being very 
predictable. They hear something 
that works and they try to emulate 
it as best they can. That’s not us at 
all. We've always been a very dar- 
ing band. | love taking chances 
whether it’s on a motorcycle or on

an album. That's what makes life fun for 
me. And that’s what makes Testament 
special. 


HP: You recently finished touring with 
Iron Maiden, what's next in terms of the 
road? 

CB: Actually, since the Maiden tour 


we've been to Europe and come back. 
Now it looks like we'll head out on our 
own in America. At this stage of our 
Career opening, even if it is in an arena, 
and playing just six or seven songs isn't 
best for us. Our fans want to hear older 
songs and newer songs, and we want to 
play them all for ‘em.

Desperate times call for desperate music, 
and desperate music needs Therapy? The 
three lads from Ireland that constitute 
Therapy? debut in the states with Caucasian 
Psychosis, a 13-song collection comprised 
of Babyteeth and Pleasure Death, EPs 
which have been previously released in 
Europe. The trio's mission: to put a high- 
powered halogen spotlight on the bizarre. 
Song titles such as Dancin’ with Manson and 
Potato Junkie, in which lead singer Andy 
asserts that a certain prominent Irish literary 
figure fornicated with his sibling, live up to 
the sickness they portend. Through the 
catchy grunge of Skyward, the thrashy 
undertone of Punishment Kiss, the rapid-fire 
hardcore drum delivery on Animal Bones, the

the trio traverses the musical map, making 
noise in any genre available and appropriate.

The rage can be 
explained by the fact that the trio hails from 
strife-ridden Belfast Northern Ireland. If you 
thought that the only Irish musical exports 
were the righteous jangly pop tunes of U2 or 
the banshee-like howls of Sinead O'Connor, 
maybe you need some Therapy?

— and eye-catching Salvador Dali piece 
adorns the cover — you feel that you've

But before you bury it amongst the 
other broken promises in your collection, the 
second track catches your attention with it’s 
epic, operetta-like structure and subtle, but 
effective experimentation.

Deicide, Legion 

It's a story that seems tailor-made for the 
tabloids. Glen Benton, vocalist, bassist and 
leader of Deicide, writes a song dedicated to 
his newborn child which appears on his 
group's latest album, Legion.

riting a song should be as natural as breathing. Ted Nugent liked to say, “A great song should be as easy as going 
to the bathroom”; he didn’t know where Cat Scratch Fever or Wango Tango came from “but they sure did come.” 
The Beatles’ Paul McCartney used to write songs that seemed to come from out of the blue; He wrote ree when 


he awoke from a dream. Mitch Malloy 
believes songwriters “just channel things 
through themselves.” Although he and long- 
time friend, collaborator Marck Ribbler had 
some partial songs in the can, the first two sin- 
gles—Anything At All and Nobody Wins In This 
War — from Malloy’s self-titled debut album 
were born in a songwriting session. First the 
melody unleashed itself. “Then it was obvi- 
ous, to me, that the melody goes with the 
words. ‘Bing!’ I didn’t even think about it. | 
just sang ‘I’d give you anything at all.” It’s 
something that everyone can relate to and 
something that everyone needs to have said to 
them. ‘Hey, whatever you need. I'll be there 
and I'll give it to you...anything at all.”’ 

In addition to having some sort of inspira- 
tional songwriting channel, Malloy finds him- 
self using lots of Biblical phrases like “wash 
my sins away," “tempted by the wine,” “show 
me holy ground” and even the word “reli- 
gion”—all on Over The Water, plus words like 
“The Lord” “angel” “healing” etc. in other 
songs. The contrast in the line “You were 
looking for heaven but hell is all that you’ve 
found” is the spiritual phrase found in 
Anything At All. Malloy feels that Biblical 
phrases represent powerful images, “I'd like 


to think I’m a spiritual guy. And those are. 


images that I think of. So they’re natural to 
include in my lyrics. They have very powerful 
meanings, and when péople hear them they 
go, ‘Ooo yeah—heaven or helll’ They get it!”

f you're a horror-movie fanatic, check 

out this month's flick pick, Pet 
Sematary II. The follow-up to Stephen 
King’s novel-turned-movie, Pet 
Sematary, stars Edward Furlong 
(the kid who played Arnold 
Schwarzenneger’s pal in Terminator 2: 
Judgement Day) and Jason McGuire, 
making his motion-picture 
debut, as friends who Jf 
embark on a gruesome § 
adventure when they 
unearth the powers of a 
mysterious graveyard. ; 

The screenplay, written jf 
by Richard Outten, begins § 
with a family looking to 
rebuild their lives after a ff 
tragedy. Anthony Edwards § 
(Top Gun), plays veterinari- jf 
an Chase Matthews, 
who whisks his son away § 
from Los Angeles to the §f 
quiet town of Ludlow, 
Maine. Geoff Matthews 
(Furlong) is lonely and iso- § 
lated until he meets Drew | 
Gilbert (McGuire). Drew's 
stepfather is violent and 
abusive — and he’s also. 
the sheriff. When Mr. 
Gilbert commits a cruel, 
unspeakable act, Geoff 
and Drew conduct a bur- 
ial at an infamous ceme- 
tery, which sets off a terri- 
fying series of events. 

“This kid is having real problems,” 
says Furlong about his character. “He 
can’t talk to his father. He has to deal 
with being the new kid in school and 
not having everybody like him. When 
he and his friend get involved in this 
terrible thing with the graveyard, they 
have no one to turn to.” 

Anthony Edwards’ veterinarian char- 
acter is used to dealing with pets — but 
not the dead kind, so he finds the weird 
stuff a little hard to swallow. “When 
Chase is confronted with this incredible 
situation, he doesn’t believe it,” says 
Edwards. “His scientific reasoning and 
adult skepticism refuse to allow him to 
accept the truth.” 

Fans of the original Pet Sematary 
will surely enjoy the latest installment of 
the supernatural saga. Number 2 is 
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filled with special effects by the same 
company that did the first flick, as well 
as People Under The Stairs, Honey, | 
Shrunk The Kids, A Nightmare On 
Elm Street IV, and Bill and Ted’s 
Excellent Adventure. 

Don't worry if you didn’t see the first 
sickly saga, you'll get the picture if you 
follow long. If you think it'll help eS 


to understand the twisted tale before 
you head off to the movie theater, by all 
means, rent the first film and be scared 
in the comforts of your own home. And 
always remember that Pet Sematary II 
is just a movie... right? “This is a story 
that warns, ‘Be careful what you wish 
for',” stresses director Mary Lambert. 
"There can be great dangers in getting 
everything you want, particularly when 
it involves forces you can’t control.”

WIDOWMAKER, 
BLOOD AND BULLETS 

He’s baaaack! Just when Tipper Gore 
started to feel good about ridding the 
world of the “evils” of rock and roll, one 
of her long-term nemesis, the infamous 
Dee Snider, returns to the scene with a 
new band, Widowmaker, and a new 
album, Blood And Bullets. The former 
Twisted Sister frontman has never sound- 
ed better, and aided by the burning lead 
licks of guitar master Al Pitrelli, he’s put 
together a series of metal anthems that'll 
probably knock ol’ Tipper senseless! 
Check out Emaheevul or Snot Nose Kid to 
get a taste of what Dangerous Dee's up to 
these days. This is an album definitely 
worth checking out whether or not you 
were ever a Twisted Sister S.M.F. 


DANZIG, Ill HOW THE GODS KILL 
Glenn Danzig is the “Mr. Mean” of heavy 
metal. It's a rep this muscular rocker puts 
to good use on his band's latest release 
How The Gods Kill. This is metal played 
with an intensity that often borders on 
the maniacal. From the bizarre H.R. 
Geiger cover to such tunes as Godless, 
Dirty Black Summer and When The Dying 
Calls this is a disc clearly not for the faint 
of heart. Will it be the album that finally 
brings Danzig commercial success to 
match their critical acclaim? Probably 
not—it's just too unrelenting for that. But 
perhaps the time is finally right for Glenn 
and his band of not-so-merry men to 
make it big. They deserve whatever recog- 
nition they get simply,for having the guts

he Fender name should need no introduction by this time, 

but what this legendary guitar-maker has just done to one of 
its most legendary guitars does need a bit of set-up. Fender has 
just introduced a “Set-Neck Stratocaster, and if you know any- 
thing about Strats, you know that this could be revolutionary. 
Strats are very indiosyncratic instruments, and it’s largely those 
peculiarities—the three pickups, the alder-wood body, the bolt- 
on neck, etc.—that give it such a unique, distinctive sound. Now 
you notice | just wrote “bolt-on neck"—and that’s what Strats 
have always had, for some 35 years now: a neck attached to the 
body by four bolts through a metal plate with the famous 
Fender “F” engraved on it. The equally-legendary Gibson Les 
Paul has always had a set-in, or glued-in, neck join. The neck- 
body join is one of the 
crucial factors in determin- 
ing an electric guitar’s 
character—its tone, sus- 
tain and playability. And 
changing that factor is a 
pretty big deal. You could 
imagine or you could 
check out the new Set- 
Neck Strat. 

Designed and built at 
Fender's custom shop in 
Corona, California, the 
Set-Neck Strat uses an 
innovative, patent-pend- 
ing method of setting in 
the neck which seats it 
firmly into the body for 
super-stability, sustain, and 
improved tone transfer. 
Fender says the new neck 
design retains the reliabili- 
ty of the old bolt-on neck, 
which has always an 
added draw: if a glued-in 
neck breaks off, it has to 
be re-glued which can be 
costly and time-consum- 
ing. A bolt-on usually just 
comes loose and can be 
more easily re-attached 
and/or tightened. 

The Set-Neck Strat is 
available in two models: 

**The 010-2500 featur- 
ing Fender Deluxe 
tremolo bridge, Fender- 
Wilkinson roller nut and 
Fender-Schaller locking 
tuning keys and chrome 
hardware. 

**The 010-2600 with a 
Floyd Rose double-lock- 
ing tremolo and black 
hardware (or gold hard- 
ware on the brite white 
finish model). 

There are lots of other 
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things that set the new Set-Neck Strats apart from traditional 
Stratocasters. The bodies are made not of the usual alder but of 
heavier, denser Honduras mahogany with bookmatched, highly 
figured maple tops. The necks have ebony fretboards with |2- 
inch radius and 22 jumbo frets. The electronics are also post- 
modern: yes there are three pickups but instead of the tradition- 
al single-coil pickups with their pole-pieces, on the 0/0-2500 
there are three of Fender's new age “/ace sensor” pickups which 
are flat (no pole pieces visible) and designed to merge classic 
sounds with the latest technology. The blue sensor at the neck 
position has a fat 50’s humbucker tone; the gold sensor in the 
middle has a classic vintage Strat sound; and the double-coil red 
sensor at the bridge has a high-output, super-crunchy tone for 
searing leads. The bridge 
pickup is also connected to 
a mini-toggle coil-tap 
switch so it can operate as 
a double-coil humbucker 
or as a single-coil pickup 
for even more piercing, 
razor-sharp leads. There is 
also a five-way blade- 
selector for the pickups, a 
master volume knob, and 
two intriguingly set-up 
tone knobs. A conven- 
tional treble-roll-off control 
governs the neck pickup. 
The mid and bridge pick- 
ups are controlled by a 
“TBX" knob which 
approximates the effect of 
“active” electronics by not 
just “rolling off" high-end 
as you turn it down 
towards the “bass” end 
but actually accentuates 
the frequencies you turn it 
towards. 

Electronics on the O/0- 
2600 are not quite as exot- 
ic but still are significantly 
different from typical Strat 
pickups, and worth check- 
ing out.

about all of Maiden’s videos, with the exception of the conceptu- 
al Can | Play With Madness and Two Minutes To Midnight, is the 
band spent minimal money making the videos, yet managed to 
display their powerful personalities in each and every 
clip. Several videos—Run To The Hills, The Number 
Of The Beast, The Trooper and Bring Your Daughter 
To The Slaughter (which bassist Steve Harris direct- 
ed)—feature old movie footage. Also Wasted Years 
and Wrathchild show the many, changing faces of 
Maiden’s mascot Eddie. In fact it’s rather amazing 
and somewhat humorous to watch the bandmem- 
bers of Iron Maiden grow up through the years 
($19.98/90 min./Sony Music Video). 

Hard ‘N’ Heavy is the oldest metal video maga- 
zine created in 1989 by video director John House 
(whose credits include Aerosmith’s Rag Doll, 
Fleetwood Mac’s Tango In The Night, Emerson 
Lake And Palmer's 1972 Pictures at an Exhibition). 
But he became frustrated making video clips, 
because the acts were being presented through 
abstract images in ways that had nothing to do with |L 
the groups, themselves. House created Hard ’N’ 
Heavy with the conviction of creating an honest 
and uncensored magazine that directly exposed 
musicians to their fans. Hard ‘N’ Heavy's presenta- 
tion is similar to 20/20 or 60 Minutes—kind of like 
a documentary. It’s put together by a staff of 
reporters who do hour long interviews with bands, 
then cut the interviews into seven minute reports. 
The interview segments are usually presented with 
videos or clips that House and his crews make of 
bands in concert. 

House's advice for anyone who wants to create 
documentaries is to cover a topic you like. “Be 
absolutely selfish. Do the things you like, what you 
find interesting. Don’t try to please somebody else, 
because you can't second guess other people. You 
have to have a vision for something that you feel 
strongly about. To do anything, you have to have a 
vision and a compulsion to do it. Do it the way you want to do it 
and stick to it. Nitpick it until you're totally satisfied. If you do 
what someone else likes, you'll compromise.” House says docu- 
mentaries can’t be so self-indulgent that the viewer doesn’t under- 
stand the message. He warns, “You have to be coherent. If you 
don’t, you’re gonna go out of business. You have to hope and 
pray there's a big enough audience to share you sensibilities.” . 

Some Hard ‘N’ Heavy fans have been critical of a violent car- 
toon character that appears regularly in the magazine. He's Mr. 
Hard ‘N’ Heavy, an aggressive headbanger who beats up on his 
girlfriend, and gets beaten up by her, as well, kicks bookshelves 
over a “nerd,” and ends up in jail. “He's a middle class, abused 
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Iron Maiden’s mascot Eddie, is prominently featured in 


white kid who's aggressive and frustrated, out of work and hates 
everybody,” House explains. “He gets sent to jail. The treatment 
he gets inside of jail is much worse than any crime he’s committed 
on the outside. Only his girlfriend stays with him.” 

A criticism about the cartoon segment is it's hard to realize 
there's a story to Mr. Hard ‘N’ Heavy's life. Some fans don’t buy 
every issue of Hard ‘N’ Heavy. All a Skid Row fan might see is 
Issue #16 with the character beating up on his girlfriend and, there- 
fore, might not realize the cartoon character is involved in a real 
life serial. Instead a consumer will say, “He's giving rockers a bad 
name.” House responds, “It's not real blood—it's ink. They’re car- 
toon characters and | think it's so outrageous and ridiculous, you 
have to laugh.” He concedes that fans might have a rough time 
realizing the whole cartoon story if they don’t get each issue of 
Hard ‘N’ Heavy, so eventually he might present the whole car- 
toon story in a future issue.
